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REMARKS 


Claims 9-21 and 23-28 are pending in the application, all of which stand rejected under 
35U.S.C. 103. Claim 24 is hereby canceled. Claims 9-10, 23, 25-26 and 28 are hereby amended 
to clarify the invention and present the claims in better form for consideration on appeal. No new 
matter has been introduced by these amendments. Applicant respectfully traverses the claim 
rejections. 

The undersigned appreciated the opportunity to speak with the Examiner by telephone on 
May 27, 2004, regarding the claims and the prior art. Based on the Examiner's thoughts 
expressed during that telephone conference, claims 9-10, 23, 25-26 and 28 have been amended to 
further clarify the claimed invention, and claim 24 has been canceled. Applicant submits that 
claims 9-11, 13-23, 25-26 and 28 as amended patentably define over Look in Itoh et al. Further, 
Applicant submits that claims 12 and 27 as amended patentably define over the combination of 
Look and Itoh et al. in view of Duret et al. 

Reconsideration and allowance of all pending claims is requested.
